Artist who Paints in the Dark. 


OLD SECRETS 


Very much discussed in art circles 
just now is the work done in the 
“Cellar Studio” in Hanover Square, 
where the young artist, Mr. H. Key- 
worth Raine, paints portraits in the 
dark, Mr. Raine claims to have dis- 
covered the long-buried secret prin- 
ciples of painting that enabled Rem- 
brandt, and Titian, and Velasquez to 
produce their masterpieces. 

Along with this, he has discovered 
that by working in a light so sub- 
dued that to unaccustomed eyes it is 
almost pitch darkness he can obtain cer- 
tain effects—such a union of strength 
and delicacy of colour, such qualities 
cf light and shade,as can be gained 
by no other means, And he asserts 
that the darkness renders the work of 
painting so easy that in five hours a 
portrait may be finished in the dark 
that would require at least a fort- 
night’s work in daylight. ١ 

On a wall of the reception-room 
hangs at the present moment a por- 
trait of an old woman—a mat-selier of 
the streets—which was painted in 
four hours. The other five portraits 
on the walls were painted in five hours 
apiece. “The eye could not allow the 
hand to work at such a pace in the 
light,” the painter explained to a 
writer in the Evening Standard, The 
pictures are full of power and cha- 
racter, are well drawn, have a wonder- 
ful delicacy of texture, anda strange | 
look of old age, and are vividly 
striking. How they were painted is 
the standing puzzle of the studios. 


Some of the first critics of the day | 
have expressed their wonder at Mr. 
Raine’s portraits. Sir Alma Tadema, 
Mr, Mortimer Menpes, the veteran, | 
Mr. P. W. Frith—a great uncle of the 
painter—have admired iris work ; and 
particularly has that great collector | 
of art, Lord Iveagh, held out thej 
hand of encouragement. Not only | 
has Lord Iveagh sat for his portrait, | 
but two of his sons and their wives | 
have followed suit, and many com- | 
missions from Ireland have sprung | 
from this patronage. Among many} 
others he has painted Lady Lilian 
Boyd and her daughter, Lady Mag- | 
dalen Williams Bulkeley, the Earl of 
Kingston, and Sir Clande Champion de 
Crespigny ; while he is painting atthe 
present moment Mrs. Fritz Ponsonby, 
the wife of the present secretary to 
the King. | 

Mr. Raine explained something of 
his system. He said that it is only 
during the last three years that he 
has perfected his methods — after 
eight years of the deepest study. He 
is now thirty three years old. | 

“I have ve discovered,” he said, | 
“the principle of the method of 
colouring that was invented by Titian, | 
and taught in Venice and Flanders.) 
This discovery, I claim, would allow | 
any painter tọ quadruple the value of | 
his work —this at the least.
